A CROONER'S voice faded with Itir end of her 
sung. An urchei^tia Cuuk up the liiitshing refrain 
and the applause of a studin audience burst upon 
3 typical family group gathered al the lmids|ieaker. 

"Hoy— she's realfy ffii it!" was the aluiu^t reveren- 
tial comment of the adoleiccnt of the family. 

"Ves," agreed hi* father, very good. Bui no 

matter how luany gotnl artist* there are <in the air 
liiday, I'll never forget Ihe entertainers we used to get 
in tfc old days— first whctt had a cr.v-.tal !j.>t, then 
a one-tuber and finally a five-tube set with more dials 
on it than an airplane instrunient-paneL Ves sir — we 
had (he stars then . . ." 

'True, there are blazoned acros.s the radio flrmamen 
today nu^h names as Ben Bernie, Walter Winchelf Bea 
trit'e 1 illie. Jack Benny. Corrdl and Cnsden, Rudy \'a! 
tee and innumerable others. But this is radio's fecuni- 
dawning. 

It.i earlier skies shone with personalities w^hich, tt 
liMtnets of their era. and in the memory of inan\ 
present-day listeners, were as alluring as the current 
artist group: jwrformers whose efforts in the infant 
entertainment fteld made possible tlie great enterprise 
which^ is radio today. 

1'he ftamcs c»f mosf of them have di.^ppeared fron. 
the rolls, but to those who have followed radio diligently 
their memorie-^ are bright and hallowed. S'arttm^ fates 
have swallowed them up. Some have gone on to partici- 
pate in the executive funclioti.^ of radio; a few have 
slid down (o unfamiliar levels in the atnuscment world 
and a few have bridged the great mystery of eternity 

ONE of the best rcmembcretJ who since has paisetl 
on. is Carleton Coun. co-fcader of the famous Coon- 
Sanders Nighthawks, as Mrni a radio institution in the 
formative days as Guy Lombardo is toiiav- With Coon's 
death. Sanders allcntpted to carry on 'alone; but desper- 
ate loneliness bred in him a hermit coinpleK, and foi 
sevcr.ll years he was absent from the radio scene. I'odai 
he is again himself and is quietly directing a band which 
he is confident will attain to the fame enjoyed by the 
nationally known Kansas City unit which he and Coon 
laimched on the air mr>fe than a decade ago. 

Another voice forever stilled is that of John Daniel,

announcer, whose ringing tones and prize-worihy diction 
would readily stand comparison with the syllable iujsglers 
of the present cyde. Daniel shone during the era when 
script was les.s vital, and there wa.^ a bit more of infor- 
malit.v about announcing, flis was a ready wit able to 
encompaiS all the rcguiremenls of cmetgcncy broad- 
casts, He was jealous of his name and abhorred being 
catleil Daniels. 

After the networks came into beins. Daniel re- 
mained with the National Broadiasiiiig Company and 
was frec|uentJy dispatched to other cities for special 
events programs, On one of the last at his visits in 
Chicago a chap unknown to the announcer but evidently 
eager to claim acquair-tance with hint, called to Daniel 
from a group gslneieo near the studio: 

"How do Viiu do Mr. Daniels?" 



'*now do you do." countered the agile-minded mike- 
man. Tm sorrv hut I've forgotten .vour name, too." 

Une voice thai has been stilted so far as the public 
is concerned is thai of Phil if) Cariin. announcer extra- 
ordinary, who tode in on the wave of poputatiiy which 
carried (jraham .McNamee to the (op. But Phif'.s voice 
IS a potent one in radio affairs, and is lififd in the inner 
sanctums of NBC where he is an imjKirtant execotive, 

Phil Cariin s radio voice closely resembled Graham 
McNamee's They came into radio prominence as an- 
nouncers at about the same lime. Listeners everywhere 
were kept guessing as to which of the two would report 
a major event, particularly in .sports, bven when one 
or the other came on ifie air. protagonists of each 
claimed their champion without being able to identify 
him from vntcc and style. Unl) the pronouncement of 
the name at the lag end of a broadcast could place who 
was who. 

EQL'ALUY a fa>:tor in the execulivc end of radio ii 
Bertha Brainerd wfiose voice, in radio's infant days, 
was eagerly awaited by thvise who wore the earphones of 
those early sets. She is now a most important cog in 
the NBC machine of commerce, and few contniercial 
endeavors are concluded by the big network unless they 
have received first the accolade from Miss Brainerd. 

.Miss Brainerd at one time was j'rogram director of 
WJZ, before the Nat ion. il Broadcasting (;ompany as 
it is known today, came into existence. And -ilie was 
then the country s leading woman announcer— perhaps 
the onlv one of her sex to do the job. It was she who 
introduced the broadcasting of dramatic reviews from 
back-stage. She lias been on the ji>b Vvery day. without 
a sirmle miss, for fourteen years and more,

A FEW brief monrhs ago the aspiring rjdia neo- 
phyte had as much chain:? of broking into the 
chirmed radio circle as Kate Smith ha of he- 
coming (he premiere danseuse at the .\letr<)|vjlitan. 
liven letters of recommendation from such weighty per- 
Miniiges as Senators and Conere^men wcte treated as 
so much furnace ftitliler by tne flinty-hearted ayditlon 
chiefs at I he major nelworks- 

But that was a few months agn. Since then radio 
has "tet Its hair down" with a vengeance, for the amateur 
vogue, Hrsl introduced over (he indepentlent local sta- 
tions and since sprcail to the networks, has revoltltiofi- 
ized broadcasting procedure, fiadio critics and listcners- 
in, satiated with ennui — a condition of ^earinc^s btoughl 
about by the sheer perfection of professional progratns 
—received the informal and unceremonious ;imatE:L}r!^ 
With loud acclaim. 1 hey liked the gay atid unrestrained 
divert! semen I provided by the non-pros, and proved it 
by dialing in on the amateurs whenever possible.

So preat were the encomiums— that's high-hai for 
praise'^that the network sponsors lost no time mar- 
shalinR the tyros .tnd presenting diem over coast-to- 
ccast houkU|>s. And so tcxtay the loudspeakers are rife 
with such weird ahd unu.^uaf ^lunils as discordant chords 
in G, the booming of Chinese gongs, the strains of 
instruments of every known and hitherto unknown 
\ arietv, and the voices of wuuld-be crofmcrs, dramatists, 
monologists, irapcrstinators, sopranos, comedians, tap 
dancers who dance with their Itnuckles and their teeth, 
une-man bands, S2SH players, harmonica players, and a 
motley assortment of entertainers whose routine and 
spcciiilties are so bizarre that they almost defy descrip- 
tion. 

Thus by some freak of fate have the barriers been 
removed for the boy or girl who believes he or she has 
snmethirig to offer in the way ol radio cnterlainmenl 
The ma^ic messaKe has been carried into every home, 
into every office, into every town and humkl. With 
high hopes that their talent j will win them (he fabulous 
salaries paid to the top-notch radio stars, the amateurs 
consequently are trniiping into Gotham, prepared and 
anxifius for that awestimc moment when the years of 
ambition clash with the magic momott of reality. 

R.\Y PERKINS, master of cetrmontes on the Na- 
tional Amateur Hour program, has had as much 
experience with the amateurs as any one in the radio 
world So to sandy-headed Ray this reporter hied lui 
first-hand information about the present and futitre 
status of the Mj-called stars. 

Whenever Ray hears the word "amateur" he places 
his hand over bis brow in the manner of one who has a 
severe headache. Well so he has. 

"Ah. those amateurs!" moans Ray. "What a prob- 
1^! What a problem! If 1 present amateurs who sound 
A bit too good, the listeners accuse me of ringing in 
professionals. If 1 present amaleurs whose talents smell 
to the high heavens, and 1 give em the chord in G. 
I'm accustd of being a heartless wrelch and a brute. ' 

A short talk with Kay convinces one that there are 
no hardier folks than the amateurs. I'heir collective 
talents he damticd with lain! praise, but he bowed lo 
their courage. It matters little to them that tlieir elTorU 
may be greeted with a sour chord, thus ending their 
careers and culling them off in mid-air at one and tfie 
same lime. The unfeeling, yei convincing statistical 
figures — decreeing to a mathematical certainty that not 
more than one in thousantls can prove to be of big-iime 
caliber— leave them iindism.iyed and still eager to gam- 
ble against the existing odds for the opportunity to 



win a stellar position in the radio hrmamcnt. 

Now for the National Amateur Hour it.self : A few 
months ago the Health Pnxlucls Corporalion, makers 
of rccnaminl, took cognizance ol I he unprecedented 
interest aroused in this new type ol priigrani, and dc- 
cidfil lo st!oiis<ir an amateur show over a CBS network. 
Without frills joki luiheluws the radiu commentators in 
New Vork carried a brief aniiouncemenl lo this ctTect. 
with the further informatiun that the amaleurs would 
hi: auditioned on a specified djte in ijie CHS Radio 
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Playhouse, a theater which has been converted into a 
itudiii for broadtaiiiiif! purpiists. - 

Previous » this, of courst^ ArnciiJ johnMin, orches- 
tr,3 leadtrr. and Hny Perlttns, comedian and ma^tizr of 
ceremonies, bad been tiened to conduct the auditions 
and to run the show. On audition day this reporter, 
drawn rherc ihroujili idle curiosity, dropped inio the 
Playhouse and found Perkins and Johnson seated in 
the darkened orchestra pit, 

RAV surveyed the empty theater, a humorous twinkfe 
in his blue eyes, "Boy, this is a pretty big place 
to pack with fimaleurs," he i^aid, "1 hope enou^^h iirri'i'e 
at least to fill ui> the orchestra," 

Several hours later a wild-eyed master of ceremonies 
was frantically telephoning the police, calling for a 
squad of Tntiunlies to gallop o\'er and shoo aw^y at 
least iMii thfmsand amateurs who were attempting to 
tear down the diiurs in a futile attempt to giiin admis- 
sion into a theater already fillcct to capacity. 

The amateurs feprtsented a wide slice nf humanity 
— all trilnrs, all creeds and from all walks of life Sie- 
nugraphets, subway Buards. hiiih-school kids, housewives, 
tradesmen, merchams. seamen ihey were— all earnestly 
and pat helically -it riving to reiich the pinnacle in this 
newest and most popular fnrm of cnlerlaininenl. ^ing- 
eri preduniinalcd — barilonci. tenors and sopranos. The 
vocal pattern never varied. The Stenos delivered a few- 
bars u( a popular love long . . - the 
basses sang Asleep in the Deep , , , 
the baritone favored On tlvc Road 
to Mandalay . , , from time im- 
memorial (he tenors have favored 
songs ol roinattcc and love, and 
(lie amateur leiiors were no differ- 
ent , ' . the sopranos invariably 
burst forth in a classical yodel ing 
piece. 

Many, of cuurx, were run-ol- 
ihe-mill freak |ierformers. One^ 
man hands cluttered up the stage 
and orchestra with their inslru- 
mcnls. Present loo was a wash- 
boafd-and-spiH>n band from llar- 
iem; a tap dancer who emulated 
a buck and wing rhythm by crack- 
in his knuckles: another who 
"danceii' with his icclh; a Scotch 
bagpipe plaver; four bovs fiom 
liroukl.iii who sang htllbifly tunes 
with a tiecided T-Jisl New York 
accent; a Chinese poet who ren- 
dered meltiduous rhymage; har- 
monic:! players galore — and a host 
of others W'ith highly and unusual 
and unhelierabk specialties, 

Perkins anil Johnson worked 
like I rorans auditioning the appli- 
caiils that day, >'el by nightfall 
only an infinites] nul percentage of 
the ambitifiiis talent had been

heard. .Many were perfectly terrible, others were fair to 
middling, and a pitifully small few pos.sessetl really 
capable voices or played instruments reasonably well, 
,\leanwliile. secretaries' were engaged busily in jotting 
Llowti the names and addresses of all applicants, their 
i^iectalties, and the ratings of those hearcl. 

Several such auditions w-ere bfld the same week, and 
from these auditions were selected the group of per- 
formers who graced the opening program. 

llhN Perkins and Johnson led iheir group 
neophytes before the microphone on December 
Jtl of last year, the amateur vogue took its most dis- 
tinctive forward step — the first coast-to-coast amateur 
show was heard. It was a hrvistcrous program, full of 
especially selected dubious talent, and Johnson and ha 
musicians worked overtime delivering sour chords in G. 
Ray purposely warnetl the listeners to expect the worst, 
ind as a rule his warnings were [ustified

wings, and they roared with laughter every lime some 
luckless amateur was dragged off the stage. But the 
radio audience is different, I hcy simply won't allow 
you to declare a Ronian holiday at I he expense of the 
amalcLirs. I found out that the chord in G is dynamite. 
No matter how punk the performer, plenty of listeners 
though! the cut-otf brutal, and said so in no uncertain 
tones. 

"You can'l make goats of amateur jierformers on a 
commercially sponsored show," continued Ray. "for you 
cannot afiord to offend the very listeners to whom you 
are r tying to sell your product. Playing carelessly with 
human emotions is a prefiy dangerous gaine. and tliey 
won't stand for an^^ monkey business. Edilie Cantor. 
Ed Wynn, Phil Baker and the other cometlians can say 
or do anything Ihey like to a paid stooge and gel away 
with it, lor the listeners understand thai ihais what ihe 
stooge is being paid for. But Ihey demand that you 
play fair with the sitnun pures." 

RAY and his sponsor never have repeated Ihe mistake 
in judgment since thai Opening program. Anraieurs 
who cannot measure up 10 a certain standard no lunger 
are permitted lo grace the program. No more is ham 
laleni rung in delilwtalely for a laugh. The listeners— 
the ultimate buyers of the .sponsor's prfKluct— have icen 
to that, Ray h still a wise-cracker, but his shafts are 
good-naturecl and free from acrimony, 

Arnold Johnson in turn has become a friendly critic 
and music cuunselor to the musically inclined ama- 
teurs. At the bi-weekly auditions the writer frequently 
has seen the slim maestro take contestants aside and 
point uut the good and bad ciualities in each performer, 
A. few paces away Kay usually can be heard coaching 
other neophytes in microphone technique, and giving 
them first-hand instruction on how best to transmit their

All loyal radio 
adherents who want to progress, will discover eventually 
that the amateur show is a signpost on the road to radio 
ruin. The secret of the sponsors' ambition to populari/e 
these iriartislic shows lies in the fact that they arc as 
cheap io cost as they are in quality."

Curlyle Stevciu, of CBS, Recent Winner of a New Annual Award 
for Good Announcing, h One Exception to the Rule Tliat Audition 
Winners Do Not All Fade With the Dawn

ALL radio iiudition winners don't fade with the 
dawn— although if you're a gambler by nature, 
it's a pretty iSilt: bet thai they <lo. This h the 
story of CarlySc Sicvtns, one exception to the safe-way 
bet. 

Stevens, CBS' sensational j'oung announcer, sur- 
vived the audition-winnins expenenee, to rise and ib'me 
in a business in which Ine axiom, .Many Aie Cilled 



But Few Are Chosen, has become 
a part of the tradition. Stevens has 
proved the soundness of the theory 
that it is Wfiil to be youthful as 
well a; ornamental. 1 here has been 
much atlo about his immature auc. 
but that has been valuable only 
from a publicity angle. 

His real merit rests in his skit! 
It the microphone. So fully devel- 
oped is it that a widely known ad- 
vertising agency, no less than Bat- 
ten. Barton, Durstine and Osb<irn. 
recrnily selected Carlylc as winner 
of its first annual award for gooi! an- 
nouncing. The pri/c was a substan- 
tial sum of money — and a stop- 
watch. Perhaps the watch was added 
by way of a hint to the successful 
Stevens. It would he positively util- 
itarian to a great many announceis. 

ADJECTIVES lend themselves 
kindly to any description of 
Stevens' work, but the praisf heaped 
upon him by the agency e.tecuiive 
wflo made the presentation, seems 
to cover the situation Wlh fine clar- 
ity. 1 ie said Stevens was picked be- 
cause of his "sincerity, accurate dic- 
tion, naturalness, persuasiveness, 
lack of mannerisms and an absence 
of those curious inflections which 
belong to an unknown language in 
a world which doesn't exist. " 

Who could ask for anything 
more? And in readmg over those 
words it is difficult to determine 
whether the speaker came to praise 
Stevens or to caitigate by inference 
all of the other announcers whose 
aim in life seems to be to confound 
the listener with egocentric empha- 
sis. 

Stevens, a native of Canada, 
has been described viriously as to 
age. but in fact is 27 years old. Like many graduates of 
his alma mater, Walkerville Collegiate at Windstir, On- 
tario, Carlyle stepped across the border and was ab- 
S4>rbed bv the Ford Motor Car Company. Well*— nut 
exactly al>sorbed. because he found his job there as an 
accountant unsuited to his professional taste. So he 
chucked it just as would any brash yuung collegiate, and 
trod Detroit's Woodward Avenue until a sympathetic 
;id\ertising agency took hint. in. 

As frequently happens in such an atmosphere, the 
literary ^erm attacked hhn — with the result that he came 
down with a virulent case of authorship. It took the 
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combined efforts of several publication experts, who put 
him on a rejection-slip diet, to bring about a cure. It 
was all a great disappointment to Stevens: so rather than 
see his magazine br.im^children destroyed utterly, he toc>k 
to revising them into script form for radio presentation. 

I Ie founii the radio executives to be as discrimirating 
as the editorial chieitaini, but he had one advantage in 
that he obtained an audience with the studio moMuls. 
Thitt gave them an opfKirtunily tu hear Stevens' allur- 
ing voice; and while his smorrth campaign didn't dis- 
pose of any scripts, it did convince his hearers that he 
had microphone possibilities. One audition substan- 
tiated the appraisal, and Carlyle was in. But the stories 
were out. 

Carlyle never ceased to nourish the belief thai he 
was a repressed Dickens, a p^itent hut muted Milton. 
So thoroughly was he imbued with the idea that when 
the aforementioned agency called him to join irs execu- 
tives at a luncheon, he felt that his pcnius finally had 
been taken, into account. It was a distinct disapptiinl- 
mcnl to lea'in that he had been asked over just to get 
a prize for his announcing. 

The Detroit station which was won by Stevens' 
dulcet tones, found that his literary bent was valuable 
in the production of air dramas; so in addition to 
microphone selling and its allied duties, Stevens served 
in many capacities at WXY/,. His proudest moment 
as a hastily recruited soundH:ffects assistant came when 
he simulated the plashing progress of a canoe across 
unruffled water. 

THIS single achievement stimulated a desire to in- 
\-3de broader fields, so he migrated to New Vork, 
There he found a place on the staff of WI TH. Brook- 
lyn. His coworkers included Andre Baruch and Ken- 
neth Roberts, who were to precede Stevens to WABC 
and the Cdumbia Broadcasting System. 

Stevens' birthday is .May Zi, He was born in 1907 
in Parkhill, Ontario, Canada His father was an engin- 
eer. Because of the precedent, the son pursued an edu- 
cational course which l&ined toward the mechanical. 
15 ut the brief experience in an automobile factory con- 
vinced him that it all had been in vain. 

Hobbies arc not among the Stevens' wcaknes-ses. 
He would, however, like to get in a little more golf 
than he does, but the weird hours of his occupation, 
coupled with the time that he likes to devote to his 
own fireside, bar much indulgence in games of any sort. 
Domestic rapture has been heightened for him recently 
by the birth of n son. 

Stevens is brown haired, with eyes to match: is five 
feet, teti and one-half inches tall; and currently he 
sports a sort of embarrassed mustache, one of those 
adornments with a hermit complex— it d<icsn'i like to 
come ouL Among his best-known programs of late 
have been Roxy and His Gang. The O'Neills, Ye Olde 
"iea Shoppe, i fie Studebaker Cliampions and the usual 
run-of-the-mill local and sustaining periods.

IN a fever or excitement over his new job as manager 
of productions for a Chicago thcatncal firm, Free- 
man Gosden put .iutnmobt!e selling behind hins and 
departed for Durham, N. C, to keep nis tryst with the 
unkown Charles CorrelL l-rnm Correll he wa^ to glean 
the rudiments of hh new profession. Correll wa^ aU 
feady on the ground, presumably instructing the local 
dehs and beaus iti the intricacies of negotiable enter* 
tainment. 

On the short trip between the two Dixie towns 
CosdeTJ consul tf:d his telegram, with its brief instruc.* 
tions, no less than a dozen times. The name Carrel I 
became so lirmly fixed in his mind that its owner had 
become an intimais personality whom Oosden fdt he 
would recognize were Correil suddenly to walk through 
the day coach which was carrying him Southward.

But surely in that initial moment contact 
was planted a seed from which fiowcred one of the most 
amazing friendships of the entertainment world evet 
to be entered on the public records, 

FOR the succeeding five years, until IWS. the accord 
nourished in spite of the separations to which they 
were subject. Throogh an arrangement with the produc- 
ing companv, the two directors worked on the same 
shows. But because Correlt played the piano he was gen- 
erally Icit behind to see the local performance through, 
while Gosden went ahead to the next town to prepare 
the way for the forthcoming production
